Sacramento — City Harbors Master 
McArthur, believing that a snag was 
impeding river traffic off the city wharf 
in the Sacramento river, put three 
charges of dynamite under the obstruc- 
tion and brought to the surface the hull 
of a ship. 


Spokane—Mrs. Mary Carpenter of 
Portland, Or., committed suicide by 
hanging herself in a retiring room of a 
local department store. She used her 
veil as a means of destruction, fasten- 
ing one end to an iron pipe and the 
other to her neck. 


Portland, Or.—George W. Puckett, 
owner of a flouring mill at Canyonville, 
Or., an old settler there, died from 
the effects of a kick by a vicious horse. 
The same animal had kicked Puckett’s 
wife the previous day, dangerously 
injuring her. 


Sacramento — State Horticultural 
Commissioner Cook and the entomolog- 
ical cabinet have placed a quarantine 
against oranges from Florida, Aus- 
tralia and Japan, on account of the 
presence of melanosis and scale in the 
fruits from those places. 


Healdsburg—Sotoyome castle on the 
Russian river across from this city, 
was practically destroyed by fire. The 
building, the oldest in the valley, was 
built in 1844 by E. D. Fitch, the first 
stery being constructed of . adobe. 
Resently it has been used as a summer 
resort. 


Jackson—The State Assessors’ Asso- 
ciation Convention of Califorinia will 
be held in this city on November 4th 
'to 7th. A discussion of revenue laws 
and taxation methods will take place 
between the assessors, members of the 
Buard of Equalizers, tax attorneys and

Portland, Or.—R. F. Smith, serving 
aterm from Wasco county for assault 
with a dangerous weapon, and R. S. 
Wallace, serving a term from Baker 
county for forgery, both ‘‘honor men,”’ 
escaped from the road gang near the 
Reform School, and the next day Harry 
Marlowe. trusty, escaped. 


San Francisco— Peveril Kerr, who 
posed here as Lord Peveril Innis-Ker, 
who arrived here from Australia re- 
cently on the steamship Willochra, re- 
turned to the Antipodes on the same 
vessel. The ‘‘lord’’ was ordered de- 
ported by the immigration authorities 
for passing bogus checks. 

Seattle--A steamship from  south- 
western Alaska brought from Kodiak 
island 85 tons of Mount Katmai's vol- 
canic ash, to be made into metal pol- 
ish. At the time of the first big erup- 
tion of Katmai sailors on the dust- 
strewn ships discovered that the brass- 
work was shining when the ash was 
rubbed off. The supply of ash is un- 
limited. 

Seattle--Miners who have worked 
the beach sands of Nome for their gold 
think it likely that the storm that half 
destroyed the northern city drove 
ashore gold-bearing sands that will 
more than pay for the damage done. 
After each new storm miners pan the 
new sand that has been cast out. The 
bottom of the sea in front of Nome is 
rich in gold, but no method of working 
it has been successful. 


Portland, Or.— James C. Lafrance 
was found guilty by a jury in the Cir- 
cuit Court of defrauding the Modern 
Woodmen of America of $3000 by 
“‘planting’’ a corpse on the banks of 
the Klackamas river in June, 1912, and 
later collecting insurance by false rep- 
resentations that the body was his. 
Other insurance policies, totaling $12,- 
000 were collected by his wife, who 
was jointly indicted with him. 

Seattle—The steam whalers Starr II 
and Starr ITI returned to Seattle after 
a season of unexpected success in Al- 
aska waters, 73 sperm whales, valued 
at $1000 each, having been taken. One 
boat harpooned five whales in a single 
day. Last year the Alaska sperm 
whale fishery was a failure, and two 
companies retired altogether from the 
business. This year the feeding grounds 
of the animals were discovered. 


Shasta Would Improve Roads 

Redding—A petition is being circu- 
lated through Shasta county asking for 
the appointment of a-highway eommis- 
sion under the provision of the “‘good 
roads law’’ of 1907. The duties of the 
commission will be to make an inves- 
tigation of highways to ascertain which 
shall be improved and also to investi- 
gate the question of laying out new 
highways to the end that the county 
may be bonded for the purpose of per- 
manent highway improvements. 


MOVE TO GLOSE UP 
CAMPAIGN SACKS 


Senate Passes Measure to Pre- 
vent Influencing of Elec- 
tions in the States 


Act Most Drastic—If it Becomes Law 
Will Check Activities of Many 


Big Organizations 

Washington—-The first direct result 
of the congressional investigation of 
campaign expenditures came when the 
senate passed Senator Clapp’s bill pro- 
hibiting the sending of campaign funds 
from one state to another. ‘ 

If the house approves the measure it 
will put a rigid limitation, not only 
upon the activities of general political 
interests, but also upon the work of 
such organizations as the National Man- 
ufacturers’ Association, the American 
Federation of Labor and the National 
Association for Woman Suffrage. 

The bill prohibits the carrying or 
sending of funds from one state to an- 
other, to be used in the election of 
president, vice-president, presidential 
electors or congressmen. The senate 

assed the bill without debate. In pre- 
vious discussions it was made clear that 
its purpose was to prevent the financ- 
ing of campaigns in a secret manner by 
organizations or individuals who did not 
come directly under the campaign pub- 
licity laws. 

The proposed new law would not pro- 
hibit the present work of national polit- 
cal committees, so long as they make 
public reports of all contributions re- 
ceived and expended. Practically all 
the national commitetes send contribu- 
tions to the state committees of their 
parties during a national election. 

It is believed the measure would 
curtail the soliciting of campaign funds 
in money’ centers, and generally curb 
campaign activities on the part of per- 
sons or organizations that might be 
directly interested in the outcome of 
elections. 

A further amendment of campaign 
contribution laws was proposed by Sen- 
ator Sterling in a bill to prevent ‘all 
corporations from contributing to cam- 
paigns for nominations, as they are 
now prohibited from contributing to 
election campaigns.

Victoria, B. C..-That Dr. Sun Yat 
Sen has been arrested near Kobe, 
Japan, charged with the theft of ap- 
proximately 2,000, 008 taels, is the word 
brought to this port by the Canadian 
Pacific liner Empress of India 
from the Orient. China has an extra- 
dition treaty with Japan, and, it is 
stated, that proceedings are under way 
for the return of Sun Yat Sen to China 
for trial. 

The 2,000,000 taels are stated to be 
part of the large sum that Dr. Sun 
collected for the revolution and failed 
to turn in.

Portland, Or.—-City Health Officer 
Marcellus has announced that his de- 
partment will not force any patients 
to take any medicine, who, from prin- 
ciple, are opposed to the drugs. This 
is in answer to many protests that have 
reached the city commission from 
Christian Scientists and others who 
are opposed to taking drugs.

In consequence, the obliterated 
letters take shape and become legi- 
ble.
